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EASTERN ART IN 
DUBLIN. 


NEW ROOM IN MUSEUM. 


Within the last’ few years the National 
Museum of Dublin has been enriched by the 
gradual acquisition of a collection of objects 
illustrative of various phases of Far Eastern 
art. This has been brought about largely 
through Professor Walter Starkie, who was 
instrumental in bringing the donor, Dr. 
Albert M. Bender, of San Francisco, in touch 
with the Museum authorities, and especially 
with Dr. Mahr. 

Dr. Bender then conceived the idea of 
building up and presenting the collection in 
commemoration of his mother, the late Mrs. 
Augusta Bender, who was for thirty years a 
resident in Dublin—the city where Dr. 
bender was himself born. 

A special room has been devoted to the 
purpose, to be known as the Augusta Bender 
Memorial Room of Far Eastern Art, which 
will be formally opened by the President of 
the Executive Council on Monday at 5 p.m, 

Among the principal objects are twenty- 
one very large Lama Paintings for Hanging, 
iempie Pictures of Seventeen Great Arhats 
disciples of Buddha) and the Four Regents of 
the Four Quarters of the World, They come 
from the Sun Su Province of China, and date 
irom the early eighteenth century, but their 
(Chinese brocade mounts are of a slightly 
later date. The pictures are especially m- 
teresting, as their style shows the inter- 
minghng of Tibetan and Chinese influences, 
and they include the two extra members, Hva 
Shang and Dharmatrata, who belong only to 
the Chinese series. With these must be 
coutrasted the two fragments of sculpture 
irom temple statues—a stone head Buddha 
of the Sung period and a fine late Ming 
bronze head of a Bodhisattva from the 
Shanst Province—both examples of an earlier 
aiid simpler Chinese style of interpretation, 

Of outstanding importance among the 
textiles is a fine specimen of a seventeenth 
century Lama priest robe from the Yung 
Ho Kung lemple in Peking, the most im- 
portant Lama temple outside Tibet. Part of 
the robe is made from fawn-coloured silk— 
the Imperial Tribute silk—and self-figured 
with symbols of Buddhism, while the rest 
is richly embroidered in gold and coloured 
It is similar to that lately presented 
Dr. Bender te the Louvre.

The Board of Works has rearranged the 
lights and transformed the room sufficiently 
to accommodate the collection, The actual 
arrangement of the objects has been carried 
by Dr. A. Mahr, Keeper of Irish 
Antiquities, and Mr. M. §. D. Westropp. 
M.R.L.A., Keeper of the Art Division, with 
the help of Miss A, K. Longfield, Assistant 
of the Art Division of the National Museum

and momentum, the very things national 
feeling could have supplied, Whenever an 
Irish writer has strayed away from Irish 
themes and Irish feeling, in almost all 
cases he has done no more than make alms 
for oblivion.’’ Then, of an almost for- 
gotten Miss Keeling (whose “ whole book 
is simply a huge, iridiscent tear’’), one 
reads: '' She should go over to Ireland and 
see what she can find there to write about. 
After all, Ireland is the true subject for 
the Irish.” And vet again: ' We peer 
over the wall at our neighbour's garden 
instead of making our own garden green 
and beautiful. And yet it is a good 
garden and there have been great trans- 
actions in it, from the death of Cuchulain 
down to the flight of Michael Dwyer from 
the burning cabin. . . . The first thing 
needful if an Irish literature more elabo- 
rate and intense than our fine but primi- 
tive ballads and novels is to come into 
being is that readers and writers alike 
should really know the imaginative periods 
of Irish history.” 


The Early Approach. 


In these letters, too, one finds the first 
statement of Mr. Yeats’s belief that verse 
is the correct medium for drama, a belief 
which in the succeeding years inspired so 
much of his best work. Most of the period 
covered in them was covered more amply 
later in “ Four Years ”; but the early 
letters have deep interest in that they 
reveal Mr. Yeats’s contemporary approach 
to the literary problems on which we have 
since obtained his mature judgment. They 
cive enthusiastic, but critical, pictures of 
the many great men and women who 
brought the literary renaissance into being 
—T. W. Rolleston, Dr. Douglas Hyde, 
John Todhunter, as well as many others 
whose names have not lived so long, and 
many writers whose interest was not Irish. 
There is a high tone about Mr. Yeats’s 
criticism of their work—as, indeed, about 
most of the criticism of those days—and a 
placidity of judgment which contrasts 
strangely with the criticism of to-day. Mr. 
Horace Reynolds has done no mean service 
to literature in unearthing the letters, and 
his introduction, which seems to be based 
partly on his “ Providence Episode in the 
Irish Literary Renaissance.” published 
five years ago, is probably the best 
approach to a study of Yeats that has yet 


appeared.

PROBABLY the greatest, and certainly 
_ the most disturbing, problem now 
facing British statesmanship is that of 
the future government of India, After 
eighty years of government by the closest 
bureaucracy that the world has known. 
the vast pendency is on the eve of 
political changes which may have shatter- 
ing repercussions throughout Asia, and 
possibly throughout the world. Nowhere 
in a very uneasy world is there more up. 
easiness than in Asia, and it would seem 
at the moment as if the world is being 
re-made in that continent. Critics of what 
is rather loosely called ‘‘ imperialism “' 
ave plentiful enough at home and abroad, 
but those crities have not yet faced the 
problem of what is likely to become of a 
Dependency which is released by one 
empire only to become the envied province 
of another. The world has seen in recent 
years how the high ideals of a single man 
may bring an old empire to ruin, and 
historians of the future mav come to see 
in the mild Dr. Sun Yat-sen the archi- 
tect of prison of his country. - At the 
moment events are shaping themselves 
towards that end. and what has happened 
in China when “ imperialism ’’ was with- 
drawn is just as likely to happen in India 
if Gandhi 's ideals triumph. 


in India the competent authors have done 
something that needed to be done, and few 
books have been so timely in their publica- 
tion. The two authors know India as 
well as Europeans mav understand 
an Oriental land: Mr. Thompson has 
written novels and plays which 
seem to contain the very essence 
of India, and Mr. Garratt contributes his 
administrative experience in the Indian 
Civil Service. They have written a timely, 
a useful, but not in any sense a propa- 
gandist book, {t is packed with fact from 
beginning to end, and as its authors have 
no theory to propound nor any particular 
““eause ” to uphold, their view of India 
under British rule is almost wholly objec- 
tive. They are both British, so that com- 
plete objectivity would be too much to 


expect. 
Autocrat Versus Bureaucrat. 


lf they have any particular theme, it is 
that India can be ruled best by a benevolent 
autocrat, and, without stressing the matter, 
they. bring out the fine work which has 
been done in India by really noble and 
great administrators. The book is made 
especially valuable by brilliant portraits of 
these men—particularly of such great 
figures as Warren Hastings, Dalhousie and 
Curzon. It was Curzon who expressed his 
hope '' that the Viceroy of India may never 
cease to be head of the Government of 
India in the fullest sense of the term. It 
is not one-man rule—which may or may 
not be a good thing—-that depends on the 
man. But it is one-man supervision, which 
is the best form of government, presuming 
the man 1s competent. The alternative in 
India is bureaucracy, which is the most 
mechanised and lifeless of all forms of 
administiation.’’ With ‘ Indianisation ”’ 
the bureaucracy might very easily become 
the mechanical and soulless thing that 
Curzon suggested ; and that would seem to 
be one of the outstanding dangers of the 
present system, 


| The British Achievement. 


Whatever may or may not be thought of 
the “ crimes of England ” in India, no one 
will deny that it was England that made 
| india into a nation. It was the British 
Administration which created central 
government covering the entire country, 
ended the scandalous abuses of the princes, 
secured the frontiers, and gave to a 
‘‘ fretful realm ” that law and order which 
previously it so sadly lacked. If it had 
never been the intention of British states- 
men to bring India ultimately to the con- 
dition and position of a European Power, 
it was a terrible mistake to give its people 
education of the European kind. |

known; but behind the glamorous facade 
of the political structure there have 
been thousands of unselfish Irishmen 
who gave their talents and their lives 
to the uplifting of the Indian peasant, 
and even at this moment some 
still carry on the good work. From 
another angle the ‘‘ non-co-operation ” 
campaign might be said to be but a local 
application of Arthur Griffith’s policy of 
‘‘ abstention,’ and of Sinn Fein, which 
was carefully studied by a long list of 
Indian students from 1902 onwards. 
Ireland's connection with Indian affairs, 
from both sides, might repay closer study. 

Having given India central government 
and a sense of nationality, British rule was 
sooner or later bound to be challenged, 
In the days of the Company British and 
Indian worked together in the closest 


comradeship, but with the change in 
Government system something like 
snobbery crept into the scheme, and 


Indians were given a sense of inferiority 
which has bitten deeply. When the War 
shattered European domination the chance 
seemed to come for that talent which 
British rule had fostered without utilising 
to any considerable extent—that talent 
which had been encouraged to prepare 
itself for the tasks of government and 
administration—and naturally it was dis- 
appointed.

‘s°T'HE ROCK” is a pageant play, 

written by Mr. T. S. Eliot for the 
Forty-five Churches Fund of the Diocese 
of London, and recently performed at 
Sadler Wells. Mr. Martin Browne pro- 
vided the scenario and produced the play ; 
Mr. Eliot composed the words. The 
dialogue is mostly in prose, but the 
choruses are in verse, and Mr. Eliot’s 
remarkable craftsmanship has made of 
the pageant play a vital piece of modern 
literature. 

The action turns upon the efforts and 
difficulties of a group of London masons 
in building a church, but_a number of 
historical scenes illustrative of church 
building are introduced. The theme is 
animated with real beauty of thought, 
The modern 
masons are ordinary, everyday workmen, 
full of humour and quips. The great 
dignitaries of the Church who make their 
appearance in the historical scenes remind 
us of Mr. Fliot’s recondite work in “ For 
Lancelot Andrewes,’’ He knows these old 
dignitaries at first hand, and he re-creates 
them perfectly. 

But it is in the choruses, as one might 
expect, that Mr. Eliot is at his best, and 
in them he*has added something enduring 
to hig sequence of exquisite work. They 


seem to follow directly upon his * Ash 
Wednesday “ and other recent poetry, and 
there are phrases which one reads and re- 
reads with even keener delight.

LTHOUGH the importance of modern 
i FR: is understood by few, 
everybody has heard cf psycho-analysis in 
veneral, and of Freud in particular. Dr. 
Sachs is. an out-and-out Freudian, and 
gives an outline of the subject which 
ought to have considerable vaiue to 
medical men. It. may not have the same 
appeal to the layman because, for one 
reason, it is too technical, and also 
because, dealing largely with defects in 
mental adjustment, it is liable to have a 
depressing effect on him. A feature of 
the book is that, instead of using clinical 
material as iilustrations, the author 
analyses some well-knows literary works, 
including ‘‘ Hamlet,’ and several of 
Dostoieffsky's novels. Its value would 
have been enhanced by the provision of an 
index. 

Dr. Brown's book has now reached a 
third edition, and, as be .s new editicus 
in a rapidly-growinw subject, it is virtu- 
ally a new book. The author differs from 
Freud on some theoretical “ques‘ions, but 
resembles him in applying modern 
»sychaqlogy to wi ler human problems. His 
sin then has an interest for readers un- 
acquainted with the technical side ol 
psychology, and the layman will be glad 
to. see that, in Dr. Brown’s opinion, 
psycho-therapy has much help to give 
normal people, Many of the illustrations 
used are taken from the author's war 
cases, and, for those \-ho are interested 
in the statistical methods of experimental! 
psychology, several examples are given.

Belacqua goes through the 
motions of walking and talking, but in other 
respects he is so unlike us that our withers 
are quite unwrung by the irony with which 
is presented. His antics «re not the 
result of holding the distortingglass of 
fantasy up to nature; they are, rather, the 
antics of synthetic man, If Mr. Beckett had 
made a less impossible figure his satire would 
have had —mnething on which to bite—and 
satire is the author’s strongest point. As it 
is, it bites the air; for Belacqua never did 
exist, and never will. 

At the same time, one of the main feacures 
of the book is the engaging way in which 
Mr. Beckett knocks his marionettes ; bout. 
We suspect than he does not believe in their 
real existence any more than do; for 
certainly no author could treat his characters 
in a more cavalier manner. the figures 
suffer in the process, if an arm or a leg ¢.:ps 
off, what does it matter; Their houses may 
go up in flames, but Mr. Beckett is uncon- 
cerned; they may die in the most unexy: .ted 
ways, but the f..ct can be recorded in a few 
bald lines. This form of hamour is novel, 
and highly : :ecessful in Mr, Beckett’s hands. 

The style in places owes rather too much to 
Mr. Jovee, but it has strength, and there are 
many happily-worded sentences to compen- 
sate for the obscurities. ‘‘ More Pricks than 
Kicks” is not an unqualified success, but it 
is out of the ordimry, and very amusing.

A Literary Dean. 


I was interested to receive a copy of 
the Dean of Elphin’s pamphlet, ‘ Ireland 
in St. Paul's Time,” which he delivered 
as a lectmre some months ago, and which 
was certainly worth printing. In so small 
a compass, it is surprising how much he 
has managed to tell us about the habits 
and industries of the early Irish, and of 
their relations with other countries. To 
discuss in twenty-nine pages the Celtic. 
tribes, the coming of the Bronze Age, 
sport, education, religion and language, is 
something of an achievement. I was 
especially intrigued in his account of the 
‘“ news. system ” among the early Celts 
(the news being carried for hundreds of 


- miles by word of mouth), and in his sug- 


gestion that the Romans may have enjoyed 
Irish bacon at their breakfasts! The 
Gaelic language, he thinks, is one of the 
oldest living tongues, and finds its root 
far back in the early periods of history— 
perhaps seven thousand years ago. Many 
parts of Europe shared it once, including 
Britain and Gaul; but the victorious 


Romans did their best to stamp it out and . 


to substitute Latin as the general lan- 
guage in their colonies.. Gaelic was spared 
in this country because the Romans never 
reached Ireland, and, by a curious turn of 
fate, it has outlived Latin as a spoken 
language. The Druids, as the writer 
points out, probably helped a great deal 
in. its preservation. 

Dr. Ardill, who is rector of Calry 
Church, Sligo, it will be remembered, is 
the author of that very interesting book, 
‘St. Patrick, A.D. 180,” which caused 
quite a stir when it was published some 
time ago. 


“ Streamlined’’ Gransport. 


Why, one wonders, is it that useful 
expedients which occur to the average lay- 
man frequently gain tardy acceptance 
among experts? In our earliest school 
days we were all familiar with the paper 
‘dart,’ whose “ streamlined ” propor- 
tions so effectively countered wind 
resistance; yet it is only very recently 
that motor car designers and railway 
engineers have discovered that the same 
principle can be so applied as to save some- 
thing like a fourth of our road and railway 
fuel bills without sacrifice of either 
elegance or comfort. The subject occurs to 
me as the result of a report recently 
published by the Union Pacific Railroad, 
whose ‘‘streamlined’’ coaches (built of 
aluminium alloys) hauled by a “ stream- 
lined ” Diesel electric locomotive, now 
cover the 400 miles between Denver and 
Harvard at an average speed of 80 miles 
an hour—recording 112 miles hourly at 
certain points of the journey.

If so, our railways need have little fear of 
road transport. All the more so if, as 
seems to be indicated in the American re- 
port to which I have made reference, the 
new ‘system may make it possible to in- 
crease the number of ‘‘expresses’’ with- 
out any corresponding increase in fuel and 
other outlays. I have no doubt, of course, 
that such possibilities are being considered 
by Mr. Stephens and Mr. Howden at 
Amiens street, and by Mr. Morton and 
Mr. Hartv at Kingsbridge.

Bathing Facilities. 


I do not know whether there is more 
business acumen to be found in Co. 
Wicklow than in Co. Dublin, but I noticed 
while travelling to Brittas Bay recently 
that there were charges for admission to 
various strands, and also for the parking 


resorts. So far, I do not think anybody 
has been asked to pay for bathing on an 
open strand in Co. Dublin. Perhaps the 
motive in Co. Wicklow may be similar to 
that which existed in Sandymount, when 
that suburb was in great favour as a 
fashionable bathing resort over a hundred 
years ago. In order to preserve the 
amenities of the district exclusively for the 
gentry, a fee of twopence was charged for 
bathing, while at Irishtown, a little closer 
to the city, the charge was one penny. 
This is said to have had the desired effect 
of restricting the lower classes to the latter 
resort, until the advent of the Dublin and 
Kingstown Railway swept away the 
ambitions of Sandymount, and introduced 
free bathing along the southern coast. 


Ghe News of Waterloo. | 


A correspondent writes:—‘‘ It would be 
of. great interest to many of your readers 
if the date of the receipt of the letter of 
Lieutenant Lawrence, giving details of the 
Battle of Waterloo, could be divulged, if 
known. | 

“ The time taken for the transmission 
of news—even that so important as the 
result of Waterloo, with its enormous con- 
sequences—-was amazingly slow, when we 
consider that now news of such compara- 
tively unimportant events as Test matches 
are flashed round the globe in a few 
seconds. 

‘In 1815, the year of Waterloo. the 
telephone was unknown, and news from 
the Continent to England usually occupied 
about a week in transit. Thus. though 
the field of Waterloo hes only about 260 
miles from London, authentic news of the 
battle did not reach the English capital 
until four days afterwards. y 

“ The battle took place on June 18, and 
Wellington’s desnatch was sent off on the 
following dav. This reached London on 
the 21st, and was made public on the 22nd 
by means of a London Gazette Extra- 
ordinary. 

“ The English previnces had to wait a 
day or two longer for the news, and one 
North of Enczland newspaver, published on 
June 24, published Wellington’s despatch 
with the comment: ‘ We have neither time 
ror room to offer anv observations on the 
London Gazette Extraordinary, this 
moment arrived, nor are any observations 
necessary.’ 

“ 1 may add that Tohn Oxhenham, the 
novelist. makes one of his characters arrive 
in London with the news 28 hours after the 
conclusion of the battle, but fortune 
favours the fictitiovs in a manner not 
extended to those of flesh and blood. One 
of the Rothschilds is also stated to have 
reached London suffiziently ahead of Wel- 
lington’s despatch to enable him to make 
a million pounds profit. but the feat has 
not been authenticated.’’

AN IRISH REPUBLIC. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. Frank MagDermot, '‘I'.D., and other 
T.D.’s frequently assert at public meetings 
that President de Valera could declare a 
Republic to-morrow if he wished, but that he 
must take the consequences of so doing. 
Now, what would be the consequences!’ ‘To 
begin with,» Mr. MacDermot states that we 
would possibly lose our nearest and best 
market for our produce, which is siagior a Í 
our only market; but there is, to my mind, 
another serious matter that could arise. 

What would be the position of Irish-born 
residents in Great Britain? The view is held 
in certain quarters that if we were to’ declare 
for a Republic every Irish-born resident 1 
Britain, and possibly throughout the Asso- 
ciation of Nations known as the British 
Commonwealth, might automatically become 


foreigners. Then, what would be their 
position’ Is it not possible that Britain 
could do with our Irish exiles what she 


did with the Germans in Ireland and Eng- 
land in 1918—many of whom at that time 
resided in Ireland? They were all ee, ge 
into concentration camps and sent bag and 
baggage hack to Germany. If we declared 
a Republic, could not this happen to our 
Irish exiles in Britain, who stood by Ire- 
land’s cause in the days of need? just 
wonder how our countrymen holding good 
positions in Britain would, feel if this state 
of affairs came to pass. We could, of 
course, send back to England a certain 
number cf “ Britishers’’; but I fear that for 
the ten we would send back to Brita'n, 
Britain could easily send 100 back to the 
Saorstat. | i 
I myself, when I went to South Africa in 
1895. went away with a keen sense of hatred 
for Britain in mv heart for her maladminis 
tration and her refusal to grant Home Rule 
to Ireland. When I landed in Cape Town, 
however, on a fige summer day in November, 
1895, I secured a humble position on the 
State Railways over the heads of Italians, 
Germans and Frenchmen, because I gvas a 
British subject; shall I say, by accident? 
The reason for this preference I afterwards 
found out was that there were four reserved 
services where British subjects could’ get 
employment before a foreigner could be 
taken on; These were the State Railways. 
the police, the Post Office and the Revenue 
Department, the positions being allotted in 
accordance with your educated ability; and, 
in consequence of this vrefererce, manv 
Irishmen obtained good positions in 
svch — services, not only in = Serth 
Africa. but. I. assume. in Avstralia, New 
Zealand, and Canada, and even in England 
itself, owing to our membership of the Asso. 
ciation of Nations known now as the British 
Commonwealth. 
‘It cannot be denied that we have brother 
Trishmen—computed to he about 100,000—in 
the Commonwealth holding very good posi- 
tions in their respective State Services as 
well as commercial positions. The whole 
thing we have to consider is what would 
their position be if we had a Republic here? 
Nebody at the moment knows. We know 
where we are within the Association of 
Nations. but nobody as yet has got a sound 
explanation as to where we might be if we 
went outside it. 
It also may he added that since the economic 
war began things have become far from 
pleasant for many of ovr corntrymen in Britain, 
I have it on the best of information that 
when any retrenchment takes place in the 
coal mines in Newcastle-or-Tyne district it is 
Irishmen who are first to go, being told that 
their countrymen in the Insh Free: State are 
new getting their coal from Germany. This. 
it will be admitted, is hard on ovr exiled 
countrymen, who kept the flag of Home 
Rule flying for Ireland long before many of 
our present-day young’ patriots were

TOWN TENANTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In view of the fact that the polling 
for the local elections in the Saorstat takes 
place on Tuesday, I should like, with your 
permission, to place before the electors the 
present condition of tenants in the cities and 
towns throughout the country. 

For the past twelve years the interests of 
people who have to pay exogbitant rents have 
been shamefully neglected by | successive 
Governments. | 

it is á well-known fact that thousands 
of pounds are extorted annually by profiteer- 


and thousands of our people are deprived of 
the right to live decently on their wages 
because they are compelled to pay extrava- 
gant rents for the houses or flats they live in. 
In connection with this I may point out 
that the middle classes are the hardest hit 
in this respect. . 

The present Rent Restrictions Act, passed 
in 1926, which imposed an additional ten 
per cent. on the tenant over and above the 
1923 Act. is entirely out of date. Tenants 
of houses with a valuation of £20 and over, 
and of which the landlord got clear posses- 
sion, are now paying double the pre-war rent, 
as the landlord invariably avails himself of 
the freedom which decontrol offers. 

A simple remedy for the fixing of a fair 
rent would be to have a valuation of the 
house, or part of it, made by the Valuation 
Office, and, on payment of a certain fee. 
have a fair rent for the premises fixed and 
certified by the Commissioners of Valuation. 
The landlord might be given the right of 
appeal from this to the courts. 

The establishment of a fair rent court on 
these lines ‘would do much to ease the lot’ of 
town tenants, as the: present procedure is 
too costly, and there is also the fact that 
many tenants suffer in silence in preference 
to having their affairs exposed by. means of 
court proceedings when published in the 
Press, 

The question of ground rents is also in 


ing landlords in the shape of illegal rents.- 


need of a complete overhauling, as present 


to changed conditions and the widespread 


depression. These extortionate ground rents 
are, as usual, passed on to the occupying 
tenant, and so the vicious circle goes on. 
Again, the profits of these ground rents are 
spent out of the country by absentee land- 
lords, and this is a considerable drain on its 
resources. These rents were fixed at 4 time 
anterior to the great economic upheaval, 
which upset all calculations and reduced 
enews power to a fraction of what it used 
to be. 
From these considerations it cannot be 
denied that town tenants are suffering untold 
hardships, and it behoves them to be up and 
doing at this opportune time. 
In conclusion, I would make an earnest 
appeai to all town tenants to vote only for 
those candidates who, if elected, promise to 
support and forward their interests.—Yours, 
etc..

As a sportsman, he gained an early reputa- 
tion in india as a fearless horseman in the 
sport of kings, pig sticking, in the golden 
days, of the Delhi Tent Club, when Delhi 
was still a sportsman’s paradise. At home 
his robust’ personality was equally marked 
in the hunting field, the jumping enclosure 
and on the apuntass side. : 

His love* and sympathy for animals 
was’ extrad¥dinary, and, consequently, his 
power over them was almost uncanny, and 
there was hardly an animal which he could. 
not tame. As a breeder and trainer of Irish 
Red Setters, he was singularly successful both 
on the bench and in the field, and the names 
of his famous dogs, June and Gilpin, will 
long be remembered. 

it is not, however, only as a sportsman 
that Bob O'Kelly will be remembered. in 
any good cause no one ever called. for his 
hell or that of Mrs. O'Kelly, in vain. With 
characteristic energy, geniality and charm, 
they gave themselves whole-heartedly to the 
cause inmquestion, and wrought to make it a 
success, which it generally was. 

For many years, since his retirement, from 
the Army, Major O’Kelly has been the life 
and soul of the South of Ireland Gun Dog 
Club, of which he was Honorary Secretary, 
and has run the Field Trials winter and 
summer. He was a true-hearted friend and 
a very gallant gentleman, fearless and loyal. 
His untimely death will be mourned by a 
wide circle of friends in every part of Ireland, 
whose deep sympathy will go out to Mrs.

The _ battery, 
however, can also be housted at 
times during the day, this bousting taking 
from half-an-hour to one hour. 

On the trial run the van acted admirably, 
axd everyone concerned expressed great 
pieastre with its performance. From the 
mileage covered it was estimated that the 
van was capable of a thirty-five miles’ rev 
on a single charge, and eyen when the charge 
was falling low no diminution of power was 
noticeahle.,

MEANING OF THE VOTE. 

The Minister was asking for two and a 
quarter million pounds to meet a situation 
the really serious part of which was not 
being touched at all. What did he propose 
to do with the surplus of half their fat. cattle 
for which there would be no bounty? Of 
the 20,000 cattle per month turned out they 
could only export 10,000. What the Minister 
was doing was giving a subsidy of 35s. per 
beast to the dealers, who could offer any 
price for the cattle, as there would be no 
competition. He would suggest that the 
whole matter of subsidies and bounties 
should be referred to a committee representa- 
tive of all parties in the House, presided 
over by the Minister. If he were Minister 
he would not take the responsibility. 

Instead of giving this subsidy to dealers 
to cut prices, it would he better for the 
Minister simply to shoot half the fat cattle. 
half the cattle a year younger and half the 
calves, and dump them into a hole. It was 
not enough for the Minister to cut the 
throats of a few calves; he would have to 
kill off more than half a million cattle. It 
would be just as well to throw off the mask 
and say they would pay the annuities. This 
vote meant nothing else. 


FORTHCOMING CATTLE BILL. 

Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
he wanted to approach this matter in the 
same spirit as Deputy Belton had done—the 
deputy wanted to he helpful. Although the 
cattle quota was not really relevant. Ke would 
like to say a few words about it. The cattle 
quota was the most difficult problem at the 
moment. The only trouble ont the bacon 
quota was to fill it, because it was most 
important to be able to meet the supply of 
pigs next August. Were it not for that 


duce the quota on pigs. In the 
case of eggs and potatoes they had 
no difficulty, because they got markets 


to absorb their surplus. In the case of con. 
densed milk, they could turn out more than 
they were exporting at present, although in 
that case their foreign markets had expanded 
enormously, and he thought their market 
outside the United Kingdom was larger than 
in the United Kingdom. 

Cattle was the big problem, and they pro- 
posed to deal with it by lessening the num- 
bers to meet present requirements and quota, 
and he expected to bring in a cattle bill in 
the near future. He was keen on having it 
passed this session, and hoped that deputies 
would not be impatient in having to wait for 
another two or three weeks. On the matter 
of cattle licences, the only way was to give 
the licences to fhe dealers, because they could 
not distinguish between, say, 100.000 farmers, 
which was about one-fourth’ of the number 
of farmers in the country. In the cattle 
bill, however, he hoped to see that the pro- 
ducer got a fair price for his cattle, no 
matter who got the quota. 


THE BEEF QUESTION. 

Mr. COSGRAVE asked if there had been 
any communication with the British Govern- 
ment in connection with the quota. Accord- 
ing to recent pronouncements, the efforts of 
the British to increase the price of beef had 
not been solved by the cattle quota. From 
the point of view of the consumption of fresh 
beef, they had common ground with the 
British, because Irish-bred cattle were fat- 
tened in England and sold as British beef, 
and if that particular production were not 
kept up in this country there would be a re- 
duction in the supplies of British beef. On 
that problem alone there was a subject for 
negotiation and settlement, apart from any- 
thing else. 

Dr. RYAN expressed the belief that the 
consumption of beef on the British market 
had gone down. It was true that there was 
an increase in the supplies from the British 
Dominions, but not sufficient to decrease the 
supplies of chilled or frozen meat from the 
Argentine. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.J., Roscommon) 
said he read lately that one of the difficulties 
of the English farmer was that the quality 
of beef was not kept as high as it ought to 


overseas, and that the proper line of advance 
Irish beef, in a position of_supremacy would 


be to secure that cow beef would not be used 
at all in the ordinary wav for consumption, 


but turned into various kinds of food. Co- 
operation between the British and Irish 
Governments might enable some advance 


being made along those lines, which would 
be of great value to cattle exporters here. 


BOUNTIES AND SUBSIDIES. 

Dr. RYAN said he thought there was a 
lot in what Deputy MacDermot said about 
quality. In reply. to Deputy Cosgrave s 
query, he said that when imposing quotas 
the British Minister for Agriculture had 
always communicated with the Free State 
High Commissioner, and given him ample time 
to put the views of the Free State Govern- 
ment before him. Some of the quota pro- 
posals had been modified as a result. 
It might be thought from Deputy Belton's 
remarks that the bounties and subsidies were 
given as a direct result of the British tariffs. 
That was not so. In some cases the bounty 
was higher than the British tariff, and in 


other cases lower. They had approached 
the question from the standpoint of world 
prices. Where thev had no surplus, they 
put on a tariff, and in that way raised prices 
for the producer over world prices. 

In the case of butter, they believed thaf 
world prices were too low for the Irish pre. 
ducer, .apart from the British tariff, and, 
therefore, they gave a higher price.

Dr. RYAN said that it did not make much 


difference to the farmers if they were pro 
ducers themselves. There was practically not 
& genuine farmer in the country who was 
not on their side, because the genuine 
farmers knew that the economic war was 
heing fought in their interests. 


PAYMENT OF BOUNTIES. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.1., Roscommon) said 
that if the Government had given time for 
his motion, limiting speeches to half an hour. 
and had accepted it, they would have been 
; able to deal with all the motions referred to 
by Deputy Belton. Some complaints had 


reached him recently about unnecessary 
delay about the payment of bounties, 
and he hoped that the Minister would 


accelerate the payment of these bounties. It 
was a great hardship that a man, such as an 
egg dealer, should he kept for six or seven 
weeks out of a sum of £ due to him. 

Dr. RYAN (intervening) said that that 
position had heen made right, as far as eggs 
were concerned, and within threa weeks he 
hoped to bring and keep these payments up 
to date. 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that the amount 
of the bounties paid should never be Jess 
than the special duties, and there might be 
cases where prices were so low as to render 
an additional hounty desirable. It was no 
answer to talk about the halving of the 
unnuities, because they had such cases as 
those of freehold farmers who had sunk their 
lite savings in their farms who got no 
benefit from the halving of the annuities. 
If these men did not live in a dairying dis- 
trict, and if they were confined practically to 
stock raising because their land was unsuit- 
able for wheat, then they had to bear the 
full brunt of the economic war, and got no 
alleviation from the Government. ‘lhe pay- 
ment of the bounties was the hardest thing 
to reconcile with Government policy in regard 
to the economic war. 

.The Minister for Finance, when he told 
them that he proposed to meet that expendi- 
ture, not out of current taxation, but by 
way of borrowing, expressed the view that 
he was ‘untifies in doing that, because those 
bounties were not regarded as a permanent 
feature of their finance. He was glad that 
the Minister took the view, especially when 
he based it on the belief that some settle- 
ment of the conflict that made those bounties 
necessary was bound, sooner or later, to be 
reached. Common-sense would tell in the 
end. 


BRITISH M.P.’S SUGGESTION, 

He drew the Minister’s attention to an 
announcement in that morning’s newspapeis,

There was, of course, a good deal more in 
the dispute between the two Governments 
than the purely legal issue, but he felt that, 
to take anything more to an arbitration court 
than the tame legal issue, would be to 
court disaster. It would not be a practical 
proposition, and, even though the dispute 
involved more, it. would be a great gain to 
have the legal issue out of the way. The 
equities of the whole case could be discussed 
afterwards, whether the legal issue was 
decided in their favour or not. 

If the Government were sincere in hoping 
that common-sense would somehow or other 
intervene and settle the dispute, and sincere 
in the belief they put forward as justifying 
them in raising the money by borrowing 
instead of out of current taxation—that tlie 
dispute would not go on indefinitely—they 
should not overlook any opportumity such as 
might, perhaps, be presented by the move- 
ment reported in the newspapers. ‘They 
should not get away from the attitude »x- 


‘pressed by the Ministry for Industry. and 


Commerce, that the Government remained 
entirely willing to submit the legal point at 
issue between the British and themselves to 


any arbitration tribunal of whose impartiality 
they felt confident. 


THE BRITISH MARKET. 

Mr. RENNETT (U.I., Limerick) said 
that he hoped that the farmers would get 
the full advantage of the bounties and sub- 
sidies. To adequately assist agriculture by 
means of bounties or subsidies was =o ge 
impossible. It would be a poor outlook for 
the country if there were any cegree of per- 
manency about the bounty system, and it 
was to be hoped that bounties and subsidies 
would be only temporary.

What advantage were the bounties to the 
people generally, asked Mr, Bennett. As far 
as cattle were concerned, the great bulk of 
the cattle industry derived no benefit from 
the export bounties.

TANNING INDUSTRY FOR 
PORTLAW. 


————s— 


A remarkable wory of businesa initiative 
lies behind the announcement which ap- 
peared in our financial columns yesterday. 
referring to the forthcoming issue of 
£105,000 by Irish Tanners, Limited. When 
the duty was imposed on imports of 
leather, many businessmen in the Frée State 
realised that an ideal opportunity was 
created for the setting up of a highly pro- 
fitable large-scale enterprise. Nobody, how- 
ever, came forward to take advantage of 
the position. Naturally, cross-Channel in- 
terests, who had a market worth a quarter 
of a million a year in the Free State, were 
not anxious to see this market disappear 
through the laying down of a large tannery 
here. Mr. H. G Barlow. who is identi. 
fied with some of the leading cross-Channe! 
tanners, determined, rather than have his 
trade cut off through the wwitiative of a 
rival group, to interest his own group in 
the establishment of a tannery here. At the 
same time, Mr. Richard Hearne, of the firm 


| of boot manufacturers, Hearne and Cahill, 


in Waterford, was casting around for some 
industry which might be established at 
Portlaw.

In the course of a business conference Mr. 
Barlow mentioned his ideas to Mr. Hearne. 
A visit to Portlaw followed. Mr. Barlow at 
once realised that he had the ideal site for 
his tannery. The existing buildings, which 
can readily be adapted, were in the market 
for a sum which is only a fraction of what 
it would cost to erect an entirely new factory. 
From the point of view of water supply and 
suitability, transport and labour, conditions 
were ideal. The interest of other business 
people in the. venture was then secured, and 
with very little difficulty the promoters were 


able in a short time to get promises of 
financial support to the extent of some 
£40,000. Mr. Barlow's companies thereupon 


agreed, not only to put up a substantial 
amount of money, but also to place at the dis- 
posal of the new tannery all their processes 
of manufacture, including many processes 
special to themselves, and to undertake the 
entire technical supervision and manage- 
ment. 

The newly-established Industrial Credit 
Company was then approached, and after a 
searching examination of the whole project 
from the strictly commercial point of view, 
the Credit Company agreed to guarantee sub- 
scription of the balance of the capital 
required.

as : 
FARMER'S REDUCED 


CIRCUMSTANCES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O0'BYRNE) 


_ A motion and a cross-motion were heard in 
respect of a petition for divorce on the 
ground of adultery, which was denied, in 
which the petitioner is Agnes Donovan, 6U 
Townshend street, Skibbereen, Co. Cork, and 
the respondent is James John Donovan, 
farmér, of Reavouler, Drinagh, Co. Cork. 
The parties were married at Drinagh Roman 
Catholic Church on August 10, 1922, and the 
petition filed in August. 1952. In Septemher, 
1932, Mr. Justice Meredith mee an order that 
the respondent should pay alimony prdente 
fite to the petitioner at the rate of 25s. a 
week, : 

Mr. G. O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr. 
Thomas Healy) now applied for “an orde: 
egainst the respondent for the payment of 
arrears of alimony. ' 

Mr. P. McGilligan (instructed by Mr. J. 
Travers Wolfe) applied for a reduction in the 
rute of alimony pavable. 

Mr. O'Sullivan said that negotiations for a 
settlement had been proceeding between the 
husband and wife for about eighteen months. 
A deed had actuallv been nvepared, hnt the 
negotiations broke down, The husband naid 
alimony up to January 16, 1933. but on Feb- 
ruary 9, 1934, .another order had to 
be obtained for the payment of 
the . arrears which had accumulated 
after that date. Since February he had not 
paid anything, and £25 was due. Petitiorer’s 
affidavit stated that the husband was in a 
position to pav, having a farm of a market 
value of £1,200 and making large sums at 
this season by the sale of turbary. 

A replying affidavit said that farming con- 
ditions had become much worse than in Feb- 
ruary last, and the selling value of his farm 
was not half that stated by the petitioner. 
He had lost four cattle, and had had to 
borrow £100 from an aunt in America to nav 
the last order made against him, which 
amounted to £59 19s. and costs—a total of 
over £79. Adding his own solicitor’s costs, 
the entire loan of £100 was exhausted. 


YEAR’S RATES OWED. 


He also had to give the aunt a charge on 
the farm of £400, as she had previously lent 
Lim £300, and his mother had also a claim 
on the farm in respect of maintenance. He 
had not paid any land arnnity for over two 
years, and he owed a year's ratés. His wife 
could come hack to the house and live there 
as long as she liked. She would be much 
better off there than in lodgings, and it would 
be cheaper for him. He had already paid 
£140 in alimony and costs, and until farming 
conditions improved it was utterly impossible 
for him to pay any more. 

Mr. McGilligan said that for the past few 
years the respondent had been carrying on 
his farm at a loss. A sum of £220, which 
had been on deposit receipt, belonged to his 
mother, and was transferred to her. Owing 
to the charges on the farm and the disappear- 
ance of his live stock, and to general farming 
conditions, the man’s position was desperate. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that, although 
proceedings for divorce were commenced 
almost two years ago, nothing apparently had 
since: been done to bring the suit to trial. 
The costs of the various motions since were 
aimost as much as the alimony. There had 
been a considerable change in the man’s cir- 
cumstances since the last order was made 
against him, and the rate of alimony would 
be reduced to 15s. a week as from 16th 
January last. That would leave £15 due for 
20 weeks, and an order would be made for 
the payment of that sum within ten days. 

No costs would be allowed to either of the 
parties, and, as at present advised, the Court 
would not take any further steps to enforce 
the payment of alimony accruing unless and 
until some evidence was given that steps were 
being taken to bring the proceedings to trial.

Into the narrow compass of a short 
speech in Dáil Kireann yesterday Presi- 
dent de Valera managed to pack so many 
fallacies in relation to thesdispute between 
the Free State and Great Britain that 
the ordinary citizen must despair of any 
attempt to unravel them. He took as his 
text the statement that was made by Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain some days ago. This 
statement admittedly was rather uncom- 
promising in its tone; but its analysis of 
the conditions under which the Free State 
land annuities came into being seemed to 
the unprejudiced mind to be eminently 
fair. President de Valera now denounces 
the Cnancellor’s speech as a complete mis- 
representation of the facts. He invokes 
not culy the Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921, 
but even the egregious Government of 
Ireland Act of 1920, in an effort to show 
that the Free State never owed the land 
annuities to Great Britain, thereby im- 
plying that any moneys that were paid 
by Mr. Cosgrave’s Government 
during its ten years of office 
received by the British under 
pretences. We wonder if anybody in this 
country really .is deteived by this kind 
of wild talk. The devil can cite Scripture 
for his purpose; but surely the limit has

History, it would seem, began in this 
country on the day when Fianna Fail 
swallowed the ‘‘empty formula’’; yet, 
with an astonishing inconsistency, the 
President does not hesitate to try to 
bolster up his case by reference to those 
portions of pre-Fianna Fáil history which 
happen to suit him. The entire argument 
on which he bases his attitude towards 
the annuities is false. It is a surprising 
fact that he and, his present Ministers 
never even thought of it until about a year 
before they entered the Ddil. Even then, 
we doubt very much if many of them took 
it really seriously. It made a good plat- 
form point. Large numbers of annuitants 
began to believe that they would not need 
to pay anything to anybody, and none of 
Mr. de Valera’s supporters took any par- 
ticular pains to undeceive them, with the 
result that thoughtless. votes poured into 
Fianna Fail’s ballot-boxes. 

Honest critics of President de Valera’s 
policy find themselves in a peculiar 
dificulty—a fact that was stressed yester- 
day by Mr. Frank MacDermot. The 
President of the Executive Council, like 
Dr. Goebbels in Germany, regards anybody 
who dares to criticise him as a national 
enemy. If, for the sake of argument, we 
assume that he is entirely right in his 
attitude towards the land annuities, he 
surely will admit that there are some forty- 
five million persons in Great Britain who 
genuinely believe that he is entirely wrong. 
As Mr. MacDermot remarked, therefore, is 
it not essential that the people in this 
country should try to understand the 
British point of view? We are convinced 
that, in this case, Britain is right and 
President de Valera is wrong; yet we 
assuredly are not “ playing England’s 
We have a deep regard for the 
reputation of our country and our 
people for straightforward . dealing ; 
and, while we are not a whit more 
anxious ‘than President de Valera 
to pay money to the British Govern- 
ment simply for the fun of the thing, we. 
assess the national honour at a higher sum 
than £5,000,000 a year. If, from the outset, 
President de Valera had pleaded inability 
to pay anything to Great Britain, we 
believe that he would have obtained a very 
substantial reduction of the Free State’s 
liability, and there would have been no 
bad blood. As matters stand, the Free 
State farmer is paying his land annuities 
twice ovet, He has lost his only market, 
and, what is of far greater importance, he 
has lost the good-will of the British people. 
So long as President de Valera is at the 
head of affairs in the Free State there can 
be little chance of a change, His bitter 
Anglophobia is distorting his whole out- 
look, and, after yesterday’s speech, those 
who had begun to hope that some kind of 
settlement might be possible will be forced 
to resign themselves to an _ indefinite 
prolongation of a ruinous struggle.

Lifting Clouds. 

The British Minister of Labour, Sir 
Henry Betterton, had good news for the 
House of Commons when he introduced 
the vote for his department on Thursday. 
For many years past British industry has 
suffered from the depression that set in 
shortly after the end of the Great War; 
the public had become almost resigned to 
the sight of longer queues outside the 
Labour Hxchanges, and to figures which 
showed that so many more thousands of 
men were unable to find work. Since the 


National Government took up office there | 


has been a slow but steady improvement 
in the general situation, and Sir Henry’s 
speech on Thursday shows that the im- 
provement still is being maintained. The 
number of unemployed persons—2,090,000 
—is appallingly large at the present 
moment; but it is by no means so large 
as it has been. Only a month ago it was 
greater by 58,000, while, as compared with 
this time last year, and with September, | 
1931, it shows a reduction oi 492,000 and 
722,000 respectively. The number of 
persons now in employment is well over 
ten millions, and this agure is the highest 
since 1929—which is recognised as the 
‘boom ” year. Indeed, since the present 
Minister took office in 1931, 849,000 
additional men have found work. Aimost 
every district in the Kingdom has benefited 
from the revival, though, as Sir Henry 
points out, some parts must be 
susceptible to the change than others. The

most cheerful sign is that the de- 
crease in anemployment has been 
greatest in those places. where it 


was most badly needed. Industrial 
areas were the first to suffer from the 


depression, and they have suffered con- 


tinuously. Now they are the first to 
benefit by the turn of the tide. In the 
Midlands, 111,000 more men are at 


work, on the North-East coast 120,000, and 
in the North-West 82,000. 
including

basic industries. iron, steel, 


shipbuilding, and even coal, show a notice- 
able improvement. Most welcome of all, 


the ‘‘chronic unemployed ’’—those who 


| have been out of work for twelve months 


or more—at Jast show signs of diminish. 
ing. During last year their numbers 
decreased by over 66,000. Thus, the clouds 
over British industry have lifted; but it is 
too early as yet to look for a clear sky. 
In many centres of Great Britain unem- 
ployment still prevails to a distressing 
extent, and, apart from that, provision 
must be found for the post-War genera’ 
tion. The birth-rate in the years 
immediately after 1918 was very high, and 
before long a greatly increased number of 
young people will be seeking a livelihood 
from industry. Where are all these youne 
men and women to be placed, in a country 
that already finds it hard to provide for 
existing workers? As “et, nobody has 
suggested an answer to the question; but 
politicians are hoping that a steady im- 
provement in trade will provide one 
automatically. 


—-—-—- 
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Oil on the Waters. 


The Irish Society for the Protection ol 
tirds unfolds a tragic narrative. It 
has: been collecting evidence from the 
keepers of various lighthouses around our 
coast on the havoc wrought among sea- 
birds by floating oil, and has presented 
this evidence to the Free State Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. The pollution 
of the seas by oil is a comparatively recent 
evil, but it is becoming more serious every 
day. Many pleasure’ resorts are 
acquainted with it to their cost: not a few 
‘seasons ” on popular beaches in Ire- 
land and England have been ruined by 


great lines of black and malodorous 
oil, which rendered the use of the 


beaches impossible. This calamity, how- 
ever, is occasional. A graver aspect of 
the nuisance is provided by the reports 
of the lighthouse-keepers, whose cumula- 
tive evidence suggests that within a not 
distant time many of our sea-birds will 
have followed the great auk into extinc- 
tion. One keeper declares that every year 
thousands and thousands of birds struggle 
to the Wexford coast, completely power- 
less through their coating of the thick 
oil; unable to fly or to dive for food, they 
die of hunger on the rocks. Another 
keeper reports that he has seen hundreds 
of dead sea-pies strewn on the shores. 
Fish and birds are said to be almost 
extinct in Dungarvan harbour; and dead 
or dying birds have been seen so far from 
the beaten track as the Kerry coast. The 
tragedy is that Ireland can do very little 
to remedy this cruel condition of affairs. 
Ships are forbidden to discharge their 
waste oil within three miles of the coast ; 
but that prohibition really matters little, 
since the oil can be carried from almost 
any distance. We can only hope, with the 
Society for the Protection of Birds, that 
international .co-operation will insist on 
the use of oil-separators by every oil: 
burning vessel, and so will mitigate a 
trouble that is common to all coasts. 


* Worthless” Books, 


Many a book which now would be 
almost priceless is lost for ever, because 
nobody took the trouble to preserve it at 
the time of its first appearance. Remem- 
bering this fact the twentieth century has 
become self-conscious ; it hardly dares to 
throw any book away for fear that the next 
generation may need it. The shelves of 
our great libraries groan under a load of 
literature ; for who can tell which volume 
will be selected by Fame, and which will 
be ignored? A new responsibility now has 
been suggested by Mr. Michael Sadlier, 
who asks that the ‘‘ worthless ’’ books shall 
be preserved, as well as the ‘‘ important ”’ 
ones. Topical ephemera, he points out, 
hold the mirror up to an age in a way that 
eludes even the most profound works. 
Fashions, amusements, contemporary slang 
and the whole outlook of the people are 
recorded faithfully and quite unconsciously 
in the popular journal which we leave care- 
lessly behind us in the 'bus. We may have 
found it trivial and even boring; but a. 
hundred years hence its pages may be 
scanned eagerly by scholars who wish to 
know how men and women really looked 
in 1934. The comic papers may provide a 
better knowledge of our lives and habits 
than the most penetrating analysis of the 
latest ‘‘ epoch-making’’ novel, and our 
deepest thinkers may provide less matter 
for posterity than the detective story. In 
the matter of literature, indeed, it is highly 
unsafe to gauge its worth to the next 
generation in terms of its worth to our- 
selves.

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is to leave 
London early next week to begin the 
long rest ordered by his doctors. He was 
at the House of Commons this morning, 
and later went to Lord’s with Lord Cromer 
to watch the opening of the Test match. 
Probably he will not resume parliamentary 
work until the end of October, though 
possibly he may resume his official duties 
before that time. His need for rest Is 
really due to eye trouble, and those who 
have seen him in the House of Commons ol! 
late have noticed that he has acquired a 
habit of placing his hand over his eyes 
when reading to keep out the light. Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald's friends are gratified 
that he has decided to go right away out 
of the country for three months’ rest, as— 


when he is at Lossiemouth—he is inclined - 


to turn his home into a branch office of 
Downing street. 


Dr. Schacht’s Threat. 


Dr. Schacht’s threat to break off trade 
relations with the whole British Empire, 
while it caused some. little surprise, was 
not regarded as serious. Such an intention 
if carried out would do much greater harm 
to Germany than to the British Impire, 
as Germany would be depriving herself 
of the great part of her export market. The 
view taken by the Government does ‘no’ 
appear to be affected by the pronounce 
ment, and the passage of the Debts Clea: 
ing Office and _ Import Restrictions 
Reprisals. Bill is to be accelerated. The 
second reading will be taken on Monday. 
The report stage of the money resolution 
and tie further stages of the bill will be 
taken on Tuesday, and the measure wil! 
probably be passed through all the stages 
in the House of Lords on Wednesday. In 
the meanwhile, the Government have 
invited Germany to send representatives to 
London to discuss the whole question. 


Germany’s Trade. 


In the city this morning there were 
rumours that Germany’ intends to 
negotiate with Britain before the proposed 
clearing offiees are set up. These reports. 
it is understood, come from German 
sources, where it is thought that Dr. 
Schacht’s talk was meant to pave the way 
for negotiation in spite of his truculent 
tone. The German Government has 
stimulated a very great internal industria! 
revival, and, fully realising that her neces 
sity for commodities marketed in Britain 
must grow, she wishes to capitalise this 
fact by arranging for a larger export trade 
to Britain and a fresh arratigement as to 
interest payments on the Dawes and Young 
loans. There has been talk of Germany's 
invention and production of substitutes, 
but they are not effective in some. cases, 
and, while she is a great importer of 
copper, tin, aluminium, nickel, and man) 
other commodities, she must continue to 
import such metals because she can find 
no substitute. The British Empire is the 
greatest producer of these commoditics 


and the principal market is in this 
country. 
Disarmament, 


According to reports coming from 
Geneva, the United States is in favour of 
continuing the Disarmament Commission 
as a permanent institution, but it would 
appear that its functions would be more 
in the nature of an armament registration 
bureau, since it is proposed that ail 
munition factories should be licensed; and 
that every order for implements of war 
from a foreign State should be notified to 
the Commission. The conditions under 
which the factories are to be licensed are 
not stated, nor is it mentioned tlrat there 
will be any authority to réfuse a licence. 
At present the scheme is decidedly vague, 
but further details may be revealed when 
the plan is put forward officially. — 


Swedish Visitors. 
Mr. Macdonald hopes to be present at a 


dinner which a number of peers and 
members of the House of Commons are 
giving to a visiting group of Swedish 
members of Parliament at the House of 
Commons on Monday. The visitors 
are to stay here from June 25th to 
29th. Sir John Simon is to receive them 
at the Foreign Office on Monday, and the 
party will be entertained at the House of 
Commons on that day as the guests of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Union. During the 
week the party will be taken on a siglit- 
seeing tour of London, and will ‘be 
received by the Prince of Wales at St. 
James's Palace on Thursday evening.

LAW AND FACT. 


The argument on which they were basing 
their claim was that there was a definite 
assionment in the Act of 1920, of the 
nnuities collectable from the Irish farmer 
io Ireland.

REMEDIAL M EASURES. 


The Cerman Government would also be 
glad to discuss any remedial measures 
which it might be possible to adopt by way 
of agreement regarding additional sales of 
German goods, provided that it was clearly 
understood trom the outset that genuine 
additional goods were in question, and 
should the British Government consider 
such discussions of practical value. 

The German Government also was pre- 
pared to discuss with the quarters 
interested in the German Government 
loans, and also with the British Govern- 
ment quite generally under what condi- 
tioi.s the transfer of the service of such 
loans could be resumed. In this con- 
nection the German Government hoped 
that the situation might not in the mean- 
time be further aggravated by compulsory 
measures against German exports. 


THE REPLY. 


Sir John Simon, in his reply, which is 
dated June 20, expresses regret that the 
German Note contains no practical sug- 
gestion for meeting the continued service 
of the Dawes and Young loans. 

The reply points out that the facts of 
the situation give the impression that the 
policy of Germany was to claim that no 
foreign exchange resources were available 
to meet the service of her loans, and then 
to apply the resources which should have 
been used in meeting that service to the 
re-purchase of her loans at the low prices 
resulting from default. : 

The British Government, it was stated, 
could not contemplate a continuation of 
the existing tavourable treatment given to 
German goods in the United Kingdom 


market while United Kingdom goods 
were progressively restricted on the 
German market, and the just claims of 
British bondholders were rejected without 
redress. 

The British Government was of opinion 


that a refusal to continue the service of : 


the Dawes and Young Loans could not be 
justified. | 


NO OPTION. 


As the German Government had refused 
the suggestions of the bondholders’ repre- 
sentatives, and had announced its inten- 
tion to suspend all transfers, the British 
Government had felt that they had no 
option but to ask Parliament for the 
immediate grant of powers which would 
enable them to protect British financial 
and commercial interests. 

The British Government was prepared 
t» discuss forthwith with the German 
Government the possibility of arriving at 
an amicable settlement of the whole ques 
tion, and they suggested that the German 
Government should send accredited repre. 
sentatives at once to London for the 
purpose of such a discussion. 

Up to last night the German Govern 
ment had not yet replied to the invitation 
to send negotiators to London. 

A response on this point will probably 
be made through the German Ambassador 
in London. 

If such negotiations are arranged in 
the effort to find a settlement before July 
1st, the date on which the German mora- 
torium is to commence, the British case 
will be in the hands of Treasury experts, 
in consultation with the Foreign Office 
and the Board of Trade.

The latest Governmental blow to Mr. 
Ford takes the form of a circular issued 
by the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion forbidding the purchase of Ford pro- 
ducts with funds borrowed from the 
Government under the new law for pro- 
viding direct loans to industry. 

The circular has aroused a controversy 
among the Corporation officials as to 
whether such loans may be used by bor- 
rowers for the purchase of Ford products. 

Mr. Jesse Jones, Chairman of the Cor- 
poration, to-day .expressed the opinion 
that regulations imposed at the request of 
the National Recovery Administration 
would not bar such purchases, while other 
officials referred inquirers to the Adminis- 
tration for an interpretation of the regula- 
tion, which apparent forbids expenditure 
of Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
money with any firm not complying fully 
with the codes of the Administration.

COMMENT ON LATE 
BRITISH DEBATE. 


Aims i mil 
“ FUNDAMENTAL FACTS ” 
MISREPRESENTED.

NTIL President de Valera’s interven- 
tion in the last half-hour of the 
debate, to re-survey the whole basis of 
Anglo-Irish relations, yesterday's pro- 
ceedings in the Dail were strangely un- 
eventful, considering the inflammable 
issues that might relevantly have been 
introduced into a discussion on the vote 
for-export bounties and subsidies. 

This must not be taken as an indication 
that the Opposition were satisfied with 
the £2,250,000 which the Government were 
benevolently disposed to scatter under this 
head. With all the ingratitude of Oliver 
Twist, they begged for more. Dr. Ryan, 
who was never cast by nature for a Bumble 
réle, tried to convince the House that 
agriculture was a comparatively sturdy 
orphan, and Mr. MacEntee, in his best 
Merrion street manner, announced that 
the matter would have the fullest possible 
consideration. It was an answer which 
left Mr. Belton still clamouring when the 
adjournment came, much to the chagrin of 
the Minister for Finance, whose hope it 
had been that the vote would have been 
through by the end of the sitting. 

Mr. Belton’s case was that the bounties 
should never be less than the British 
special duties which they were intended to 
counteract, and it became clear that this 
was the collective view of the Opposition 
party. The debate would, doubtless, have 
proceeded quietly on this issue, without 
exciting any great interest on the almost- 
cleserted Government benches, had not Mr. 
MacDermot thrown a firebrand into the 
arena in the form of a reference to the 
group of British members of Parliament 
who, as reported in yesterday’s news- 
papers, are concerning themselves with 
the question of a tribunal for the settle- 
ment of the economic dispute. 

Thus was Mr. de Valera given an oppor- 


‘tunity to relate to the debate a subject 


which he wished to discuss, but which 
otherwise would have been of dubious 
relevance. He came in half-an-hour later, 
and the importance which he attached to 
the occasion was reflected in his retinue, 
which included most of the senior members 
of the Executive Council. Even Senator 


Connolly, unfamiliar figure as he is in | 


the Dail, took a seat on the front bench. 


PRESIDENT’S TACTICS. 


Mr.. MacDermot’s reference had taken 
the form of an appeal to the Government 
to show their sincere desire for a settlement 
by not overlooking this opportunity. Mr. 
de Valera adopted the tactics of sending 
his second line of troops, in the person of 
Mr. Donnelly, into the engagement first 
to pepper Mr. MacDermot with incidental 
allusions from Mr. Neville ‘caeapapinger dh 
speech in the House of Commons at thie 
beginning of the week, after which he 
turned the heavier barrage.of his own 
artillery in the same direction. 

Mr. de Valera dismissed the new de- 
velopment to which Mr. MacDermot had 
drawn attention as one which, ‘at this 
stage, calls for no comment from me,” but 
added that there was a matter which did 
call for comment. This was Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s speech. 

‘‘ Before there can be any real move- 
nent to bring about a settlement,’’ he said, 
“At is necessary that there should be, on 
the part of the British public, some under- 
standing of the question. [ have read 
the debate in the British House of 
Commons, and I do not think it would 
be possible to create greater confusion of 
thought than was done by that debate. It 
completely misrepresents all the funda- 
mental facts of the situation.”’ 

In the first place, he said that the 
advances for Irish land purchase were 
made, not by the Government of Great 
Britain, but by the Government of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, the obligations being based on the 


joint credit of the two countries. That 
joint obligation existed up to. the 
Government of Ireland Act of 1920, 


which transferred the obligation to 
Great Britain alone, while the right to 
receive the annuities was given to 
Ireland, and, in fact, exercised by the 
Government of Northern Ireland. 

“ Some hold,” he admitted, “ that 
Article 5 of the Treaty re-imposed on Ire- 


| land a part of the obligation to meet divi- 


dends on the stock. But, if that view is 
held, the agreement of 1925 once more re- 
lieved Ireland of the obligation. The obh- 
gation to’ meet the interest is purely a 
British obligation, and the right to receive 
the payments is an I[rish right.” As for 
any suggestion that there was a contract 
between the tenant-farmer and the bond- 
holder, that, said the President, was 
absurd. 
THE INABILITY PLEA, 

He was equally emphatic regarding the 
suggested plea of inability to pay.. Why 
should the Free State make such a plea 
when it held that there was no just debt? 
If they wanted to take that stand, how- 
ever, they could do so with far greater 
justification than the British had in 
regard to the American debt. 

‘Turning to the other obligations set oul 
in the 1920 Act, Mr. de Valera argued 
that they were for services which, under 
that Act, were to be performed by the 
British Government, but that, under the 
Treaty, those services were to be per- 
formed by the Free State itself. The 
Treaty clearly recognised that position, 
and those provisions were altered accord- 
ingly. 

When the President dealt with the other 
obligations in regard to a share of the 
British public debt which was incurred 
under the Treaty, and subsequently re- 
moved under the 1925 agreement, and de- 
clared that even if that had been retained 
and modified by the British on the same 
scale as the share which was incurred by 
Northern Ireland, the Free State's. pay- 


ments would be very much less than what | 


they were now expected to pay, he found 
Mr. MacDermot fully approving of his 
line of reasoning. Mr. MacDermot ex- 
pressed the opinion, in fact, that that 
would have been the best line the (rovern- 
ment could have taken, but he annoyed 
Mr. de Valera by going on to question 
the reasonableness of relying on the 1920 
Act only so far as it suited the Free 
State’s own case. That was an argument, 
he contended, which must seem absurd 
to the man in the street in Great Britain.

MAY DENOUNCE THE 
WASHINGTON TREATY.

THREAT that if Japan does not 
succeed at the 1935 Naval Conference 


in obtaining a revision of the 5-5-3 naval 
ratio she will let the London Naval Treaty | 
lapse and denounce the Washington 
Treaty is published in the Press here. 

In such an event, the newspapers state, 
Japan would decide upon a naval pro- 
gramme independently, though such a 
programme would be solely for the defence 
of her national security. 

At the same time Japan is understood 
to be determined to oppose suggestions 
which are said to have been raised in 
certain quarters for the postponement of 
the 1935 Conference, either until 1940 or 
indefinitely. 

Mr. Hirota, the Foreign Minister, 
reported to a Cabinet meeting to-day that 
Great Britain and the United States are 
not opposed to the Japanese contention 
that Far Eastern political problems. 
should be excluded from the preliminary 


naval talks, . 
RUSSIA. 

He added that the venue of the Con- 
ference had not yet been settled, but that 
Japan would be opposed to it being held 
in Geneva. Japan dcsires that Britain, 
the United C.ates, France and Italy shall 
join in the Conference. With regard to the 
participation of Russia, which has hitherto 
not been desired by Japan, it is now re- 
ported to be felt that this can be discussed 
from the European point of view, as can 
the question of the participation of Ger- 
many and Spain. 

|Note—Despite the lull in the London 
naval conversations yesterday, the reper- 
cussions in the Japanese Press to yester- 
day’s first meeting of the British and 
American naval experts gave those con- 
cerned a useful indication of the direction 
in which the talks are likely to go when 
the Japanese enter them. It has been 
made abundantly clear that Japan means 
to press for revision of the 5:5:3 ratio, 
and that the United States will oppose a 
Japanese bid for parity. The type of 
bargaining tactics which may be expected, 
Reuter’s diplomatic correspondent under- 
stands, is that Japan will make a straight- 
forward claim to parity, and that the 
U. ted States may indicate that to press 
such a claim in the present preliminary 
talks might make it difficult to hold a 
naval conference at all. |

CHURCH DEBATES. 


The Times, in concluding a leading 
article to-day on the meeting of the 
Church Assembly, says:—A word should 
be added concerning the manifesto on 
“Church Unity,’ which was printed 
yesterday, and bears a large number of 
the signatures that appear with some 
regularity on such documents. The good 
intentions of those who framed it cannot 
be doubted, and their desire for improved 
relations between the English Church and 
Nonconformist bodies will be generally 
shared. But of this particular manifesto 
it must be said that, whatever may be 
its influence upon the Nonconformists to 
whom it is addressed, its effect upon the 
unity of the Church of England itself 
must be deplorable. Apart from other 
opinions expressed in it, some of which 
are highly contentious, to affirm, as this 
manifesto does, that episcopacy is not 
among the essentials of the Church is, in 
the judgment of a large proportion of 
Anglicans, to overturn the historical basts 
of the Church 's organisation. 

Clearly enough the chances of a better 
understanding with the Eastern Orthodox 
Church, towards which careful and satis- 
factory progress has recently been made, 
must be severely damaged by such a pro-’ 
nouncement as this. Even if this effect of 
their utterance seems unimportant to the 
authors, at least they must know that their 
manifesto will give offence to a very large 
number of people who, no less than them- 
selves, are members of the Church of 
England. It sems not unreasonable to 
suppose that this fact alone should have 
deterred them from the course they have 
chosen to take. To aim at greater unity 
with neighbours across the road may be 
laudable enough, but the duty of showing 
charity and consideration to their own 
brethren in their own house seems even 
more important.

HE text of the Criminal Law (Amend- 
ment) Bill, introduced on Thursday 
in the Dail by Mr. P. J. Ruttledge 
(Minister for Justice) was circulated 
yesterday. The bill is intended to make 
further and better proyision for the pro- 
tection of young girls, the suppression of 
brothels and prostitution, and otherwise 
to amend the law relating to sexual 
offences, 

Offences ,against girls under the age of 
fifteen are constituted a felony, punish- 
able by penal servitude for life, or for a 
term not less than three years or by i1m- 
prisonment not exceeding two years. 


OTHER PENALTIES. 


An attempt to commit such offence 
against a girl under the age of fifteen is 
made a misdemeanour, punishable by 
penal servitude not exceeding five years 
and not less than three. Second or subse- 
quent offences are punishable by penal 
servitude not exceeding ten years and-ngt 
less than three, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding two years. 

A person guilty of an offence against 
any girl over fifteen and under seventeen 
years of age is guilty cf a misdemeanour, 
and liable to penal servitude not exceed- 
ing five years nor less than three years. 
In the case cf second or subsequent offences 
the punishment may not exceed ten years’ 
penal servitude nor be less than three 
years, or to imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding two years. 

An attempted offence against a.girl of 
fifteen and under seventeen is a mis-. 
demeanour, liable on first conviction to 
imprisonment not exceeding two years, 
and for second offence five years and not 
less than three. 

No prosecution for an offence which is 
declared to be a misdemeanour shall be 
commenced more than twelve months after 
the date on which it is alleged to have 
occurred. | 

If, in. the case of rape or an ofíence 
against a girl under fifteen a jury was 
not satisfied that a deféndant was guilty 
of felony, they may acquit him of such 
offence, but find him guilty of a lesser 
offence. 

An offence against idiots, imbeciles and’ 
feeble-minded females, if it is: proved that 
the defendant was aware of the-person’s 
condition, is a misdemeanour, and on con- 
viction liable to imprisonment not exceed 
ing two years. No prosecution for an 
offence in regard to this misdemeanour can 
be commenced more than twelve months 
ufter the date of the alleged offence. 

Provision is made for the trial by a 
District Justice of certain cases summarily, 
and in such cases punishment must Lot 
exceed six months’ imprisonment. 


LETTING OF PREMISES. 


A person committed of an indecent 
assault on a female shall be liable, in case 
of a first conviction, to a term not exceed- 
ing two years; in case of a second or sub- 
sequent conviction the punishment may 
not exceed five years or be less than three 
years. 

' Any person who keeps or manages or 
acts, or asists in the management of a 
brothel, or permit premises to be used for 
the purpose of habitual prostitution, or a 
landlord who lets premises to be used for 
such purposes shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanour, and may be fined. up to 
£100 or imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, or to both fine and imprisonment. 

It shall not be a defence to a charge of 
indecent assault upon.a person under the 
age of fifteen years to prove that such 
person consented to the act alleged. 


DISTRICT JUSTICES’ 
POWERS. 


Jurisdiction is given to District Justices 
to try certain offences summarily, includ- 
ing misdemeanours, where the accused 
person is over the age of sixteen, and the 
person with whom the offence was alleged 
to be committed was either under the age 
of sixteen, an idiot, an imbecile or a 
feeble-minded person, or in a case of 
indecent assault against a person under 
15 years of age. 

Women found loitering, importuning or 
soliciting for the purpose of prostitution, 
or being otherwise offensive to passers-by, 
shall be guilty of an offence, and on sum- 
mary conviction shall be liable, for first 
offence, to a fine not exceeding £2, or in 
case of second or subsequent offences to 
imprisonment not exceding six months. 


BAN ON CONTRACEPTIVES. 

Section 17 makes it unlawful for any 
person to sell, or expose, offer, advertise, 
or keep for sale, or import or attempt to 
import for sale any contraceptive under 
penalty of £20 and forfeiture of the con- 
traceptives. These are deemed to be in- 
cluded among the goods enumerated in the 
Table of Prohibitions and Restrictions 
Inwards, as set out in the Customs Act, 
1876. For the purposes of the Act the 
word ‘contraceptive ’” means any 
appliance, instrument, drug, preparation, 
or thing designed or intended to prevent 
pregnancy. 3 

Offences against public decency, includ- 
ing any act.which offends against modesty 
or causes scandal, shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction to a fine not exceeding £2, 
or, at the discretion of the Justice, to 
imprisonment not exceeding one month. 

SEARCH WARRANTS. 

A District Justice may, on information 
tendered on oath by an inspector or other 
officer of the Civic Guards, grant a 


warrant to search premises where there 


Is reason to suspect that a brothel exists. 
If any person found on the premises fails 
or refuses to give his name or address, or 
gives false information, he shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding £5. 

In the trial of cases against decency or 
morality the District Justice shall have 
power to exclude the public from the 
court. The exclusion will not include 
officers of the court, police, barristers, 
solicitors or Press representatives. 

The bill provides certain alterations in 
the punishments prescribed by the Prohi- 
bition of Incest Act, 1908, and raises the 
-ages at which these may be inflicted. 
The punishments inélude, in certain 
instances, penal servitude for life. The 
punishment of whipping is eliminated.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Friday. 


ISCOUNT CRAIGAVON and the 

Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock) 
have both been in London this week, and it 
is reported that the latter has carried out 
important negotiations with the British 
Government upon financial matters relat- 
ing to Northern Ireland. Mr. Pollock 
recently declared in Parliament that he 
was in the midst of such negotiations, 
which, he declared, would have a far- 
reaching effect upon the future of the 
Northern area. No official announcement 
has been made as to the nature or the 
result of these negotiations. That the 
matter is pressing is shown by a discussion 
at the Portadown Urban Council meeting. 
Here the Government was told that, instead 
of putting extra costs on the ratepayers, 
they should economise in the administra- 
tion. 


THR ADJOURNMENT. 


The Northern Senate has -hurried 
through the bills sent up to it by the Com- 
mons, and next week the Royal Assent will 
be announced to the various measures, and 
Parliament will adjourn until October. 
The principal measures of the session have 
-been the new Unemployment Bill, the Road 
Traffic Bill and the Milk and Milk Products 
Bill. “The new Unemployment Bill follows 
closely the lines of a similar measure in 
Great Britain. It sets up a new authority 
for providing for those who are outside the 
regular unemployment scheme, either by 
exhaustion of benefits or never having been 
in insurable employment. The local 
authorities are asked to contribute to the 
scheme through the rates, so that the un- 
employed will be removed from the 
ordinary poor law and public assistance 
arrangements. The demands upon the 
local authorities in the final analysis will 
be less than they have to pay at present. 
The Road Traffic Bill is an attempt to 
increase the safety of the roads. Pedes- 
trians were not provided for in the bill, 
but the Senate repaired this omission at 
the instance of the Mayor of Londonderry. 
The Milk and Milk Marketing Bill is 
probably the most revolutionary measure of 
the three. It introduces fixed prices for 
milk at creameries, and a Milk Board will 
fix the price of milk to consumers in the 
cities and towns. Failing agreement by 
the Board, this price-fixing to consumers Is 
handed over .to the three representatives 
of the Ministry of Agriculture on the 
Board. Milk will be sold in different grades 
at regulated prices. 


LINeN TRADE, 


Although the recent Board of Trade 
returns are satisfactory and show a steady 
increase in the export of linen goods to 
most markets, there has been a diminished 
demand for linen within the past few 
weeks. There are several factors causing 
this change. The depreciation of sterling 
in relation to the dollar gave a spurt 10 
the export of linen goods, not only to the 
principal market—the United States—but 
to many other markets. Linen at the 
depreciated values looked cheap to foreign 
importers. The devaluation of the dollar 
has brought back the price of linen goods 
to near the parity level, and indirectly 
there has been a slowing up of the 
demand. The demand for linen goods in 
the Dominions continues satisfactory. 
Canada and Australia are taking more 
linen, and the improvement in the South 
African gold industry has led to a trade 
revival in which the linen industry is 
getting a share. The price of flax also is 
rising, and this is leading to higher prices 
for limen goods. Should the cotton crop 
in America be seriously damaged by the 
prolonged drought this should assist the 
linen industry. 


AIR SERVICES. 


Excellent air services are provided daily 
between Belfast. and Glasgow and Belfast 
and Liverpool by the Midland and Scottish 
Air Ferries, Ltd. The announcement has 
‘been made by Major Malcolm Speir, 
manager and secretary of the Northern 
Counties system of the London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway, that next month 
they hoped to welcome the first regular 
air service to be inaugurated by the L.M.S. 
Co. The service will run between London, 


Birmingham, Manchester, Belfasj and

Glasgow. The new aerodrome at Newtown- 
ards Íor civil aviation is rapidly nearing 


Board will probably push forward with 
the development of the new aerodrome 
upon the reclaimed land at Sydenham. It 
seeins evident that the time has arrived 
when a regular air service between Belfast 
and Dublin should be established. 


MOTOR RACES. 


Another interesting motor race has been 
added to the Northern Ireland list. On 
Saturday next twenty-three Free State, 
English and Ulster drivers will compete 
in the Ulster Automobile Club’s first 100 
Miles Co. Down Trophy Race, which will 
be held over a three and a halt miles 
circuit near Donaghadee. There are four 
Dublin entries—W. J. Cavanagh, David 
Yuel, D. Mackenzie and T. O'Shaughnessy 
—while D. C. Maclachlan (Cork) has also 
entered. ‘This first effort organised by the 
Ulster Automobile Club will be watched 
with interest. In view of the assistance 
given by the Ulster Automobile Club to 
the Ulster Tourist Trophy Race each year 
it is, no doubt, a return compliment that 
Colonel F. Lindsay Lloyd, C.M.G., Secre- 
tary of the R.A.C., will cross from London 
to act as R.A.C. steward of the meeting. 
The next important road race in the North 
will be the Ulster Grand Prix on the 18th 
August. This motor cycle event is regarded 
as the fastest road race in the world, and 
high speeds will be reached this year. Over 
the Ulster course next year will be run 
the Grand Prix of Europe. It will be the 
first occasion for this event to be held in 
the United Kingdom. The big motoring 
event of the year, of course, will be the 
Ulster Tourist Trophy Race over the Ards 
Circuit early in September, promising this 
year to be as successful as any of its 
predecessors. Although not part of this 
event, the Craigantlet Hill Climb, the 
Motor Rally and the Concours d'Elegance 
at Bangor have come to be associated very 
closely with it, the four events making 
an attractive motor week. 

TRAN ee i 
There has been a good deal of discus- 
sion this week upon transport co-ordina- 
tion: in Northern Ireland, following the 
courageous and challenging address 
delivered by Mr. J. R. Haslett to the 
railway students. The question is at 
present engaging the attention of the 
Northern Government, which will produce 
a bill dealing with the subject in the 
autumn, when it receives the report of 
Sir Felix Pole, who recently held an 
exhaustive inquiry. Mr. J. R. Haslett’s 
solution is based upon his experience 
during the war, when railways and lorries 
were operated under one control from a 
central base. It is easy to see, however, 
that many difficulties would arise if a 
“transport dictatorship “ such as operated 
during the war were made applicable to 
peace conditions. There is much in favour 
of a system of co-operation between road 
and rail transport. The need to-day, as 
Major Speir, Manager of the L.MS.. 
Northern Counties Committee, has pointed 
out, is for the development of a “ trans- 
port mind’’ to: embrace all forms of 
transport, including canals and air 
services. Railways should also be relieved 
of certain local rate charges which lornes 
have not to meet, and some form of goods 
vehicle should be utilised which, by inter- 
change of wheels, would travel on both 
road and rail. 


THE BY-ELECTION. 


The by-election in Tyrone-Fermanagh 
Division to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Mr. Joseph Devlin will be an 
unusual contest, very different to the type 
generally associated with these two counties, 
Mr. Joseph F. Stewart, a member of the 
Northern Parliament, who has been 
selected by the Nationalist Party as the 
official candidate, is being opposed by Mr, 
Dominick McCrossan, a farmer and mill. 
owner, of Tattykeel, Omagh, as an Inde- 
pendent and Farmers’ candidate. Mr. 
McCrossan is a member of the Tyrone 
County Council and Omagh Board of 
Guardians and Rural Council, and is 
Chairman of the Omagh branch of the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union.
